NEw YORK, Aug. 17.—(Spl.) — 
Despite, a national drop of 1.5 
per cent in retail sales in the 
pastyear, Corsicana actually went 
ahead of its prior record by 0.9 
-per cent. This is.-brought out in 
a new, copyrighted survey of buy- 
Ing power, covering all .parts of 
the country, prepared by Sales 
Management. 
Corsicana 
registered 
a retail 
sales volume of $19,317,000 for the 
year a gain over its 1948 record 
of $1'9,151,000. 


Ciond incomes made it .possi- 


ble for local families to spend 
more. The 8,000 families In Cor- 
sicana attained a net Income, 
after deduction of personal tax- 
'es, of $25,S74,OflO. Dividing one 
by the other yields a per family 
income of $3,172. This arithme- 
tical average, it is noted, is sub- 
stantially higher than the "med- 
ium" income to be arrived at In 
the United States census. 
The 1949 Income of $25,374,000 
for the city marks a gain over 
the prior year when earnings to- 
taled $18,685,000.-

Big B-29 Strike Offered As Argument 
Against Use Of A-Bombs In KoreaWar 


By MAX BO YD 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 17— <JP>— 


The bombing of massed 
Korean 


Communists by B-29 Superfortress- 
es underscores some of the reasons 
why atomic bombs are not now be- 
ing used in support of American 
and South Korean soldiers. 


With around 100 B-29s, the Air 
Force was able to spread appro- 
ximately 1,000 tons of convention- 
al bombs over an area in which 
North Koreans were concentrat- 
ed for an expected attack which 
later developed. 
The Superforts' bombing 
runs 


were made without interference by 
enemy fighters, since U. S. 
and 
Australian planes completely con- 
trol the air over Korea. 
But should the Communists re- 
cover and reform for a drive 
to 
cut the American-and South Ko- 
rean defenses, the Superforts can 
strike again. 
Their ability to do 
this is limited only by the need for 
continuing attacks on more 
dis- 
tant reinforcement and supply cen- 
ters, by the amount of bombs the 
U. S. has in the Far East and on 
the way, and by consideration of 
crew endurance and 
mechanical 
maintenance. 


In an emergency, not only could 
the B-29s be used again against 
troops massing for attack; they 
could be joined by the hundreds 
of light bombers 
and 
fighter- 
bombers which the Air Force, 
Navy and Marine Corps are op- 
erating In support 
of 
ground 
troops all along the front. 
Airmen say the total number of 
planes flying in Korea is not 
the 


maximum that could be used ef- 
fectively 
there. 
But it Is large 


enough to strike an enormous blow 
with conventional 
bombs 
when 
concentrated on a single 
target 
area. 
. Unless and until this convention- 
al striking power proves 
inade- 


quate, the use of atomic bombs is 
unlikely. 


In the 
massive 
Superfortress 
bombing, the area attacked 
was 
seven and a half miles long and 
three.and a half wide. 


To cover such an area with atom- 


ic 
blasts of fatal force, it would 
take not one but something like 
half a dozen A-bombs of the power 
used at Hiroshima. 
Authorities 
agree, however, that they would 
kill far larger numbers of the ene-

dead today bv Red Koreans on a 
hill west of Waegwan lust before 
a U. S. patrol reached the spot. 


The Reds tried to kill 37 prls- 


onners In all. But five lived to 
tell the story. They said the Com- 
munists also massaced the woun- 
ded as they lay moaning on the 
ground. 
This was the area ' that 
was 


bombed Wednesday by 98 B-29s In 
the heaviest air raid of the war. 
Killing of prisoners In this fash- 
ion Is typical retaliation for such 
an assault. 


The execution of the prisoners 


was on Hill 303, which was cap- 
tured bv the Reds this morning. 


Their bodies were found on a 


hillside gully recaptured 
by 
the 


Fifth Cavalry this afternoon. The 
American prisoners 
were killed 


only two hours before troopers re- 
took .the ridge. 


The Americans seized the ridge 
at 6:30*. m. (2:30 a. m. CST). The 
hill had been fought over for three 
days. 


The 37 Americans were mowed 


down bv bursts of gunfire.

Marines Fighting Bloodiest Battle 
Of Korean War Against Heavy Odds

WITH U. S. MARINES. KOREA, 


Aug. 17—UP)—The 
Marines were 


fighting their bloodiest battle of 
the Korean war today against Reds 
desperately trying to spread their 
bridgehead across the winding Nak- 
Obongi Ridge. 


Under a searing sun the lea- 
thernecks advanced behind a hail 
of steel. But it Is a slow and cost- 
ly advance—this battle of the 
bongi Ridge. 


The fighting was close-in and 
savage. The Marines hit the 
North Koreans with everything 
they have except flame-throwers. 
The Marines first went into ac- 


:ion last week on the southern 
flank of the American attack to- 
ward Chlnju. They pushed deep 
nto Red territory in that drive. 
But then they were pulled back 
and rushed to this sector to help 
he 24th Infantry Division wipe out 
he Red penetration across the 
Naktong on the central sector of 
he front. 
Early Wednesday the Marines 


camped beside the broad cool riv- 
er where they could swim and re- 
' ix. 


Marine units got their marching 


orders late Wednesday. Last night 
they were on the move, their con- 
yoys going across dusty roads un- 
der a sky that sparked with stars. 
At 4:10 a. m. the Second Batta- 


lion was in the line ready to attack 
with "D" and "E" Companies in 
the spearhead. Their objective was 
Ohongi Ridge—a steep swayback 
hill covered with scrub growth and 
rock. 


Shortly after dawn the attack 
began. Artillery and Marino Cor- 
sair fighter planes plastered the 
enemy-held ridge with explosives 
and machinegun fire. But when 
the Leathernecks started up Ob- 
ongl Ridge the enemy cut loose 
with mortars, machlneguns and 
small-arms fire. They even lob- 
bed grenades down the ridge In- 
to tho faces of the Marines. 
The attack had just begun to 
push up when I climbed a hill to 
get a view of the battlefield which 
lay across a narrow valley. Ma- 
chinegun and 
rifle fire cracked 


along the ridge. Grey plumes of 
smoke 
mush-roomed 
up 
where' 


American artillery and mortar fire 
was bursting.

Once 
alcoholism was regarded as 
nothing more than moral 
collapse—its victims regard- 
ed as s i m p l e , worthless 
drunkards. 
The pendulum 


swung the other way, and 
alcoholism came to be known 
as a disease. But medical 
science could not cure it; no

seemed to be, it was all lost 
if the patient tasted liquor 
again. The

British Warship 
Duels Wilh Red 
Shore Batteries 


HONO 
KONG, Aug. 17—UP)— 


The British destroyer Concord and 
Chinese shore batteries fought a 3CV- 
minute gun duel today in the sec- 
ond clash between British war- 
ships and Red artillerymen on the 
approaches to Hontr Kong. 


After tho Concord battle it was 


officially reported the Navy Frig- 
ate Whitesan Bay exchanged fire 
Aug. 2 with gun emplacements on 
Lingting Island. 


The Concord fought with batter- 


ies on three islands—Taitaml, Pun- 
tin and Lingting. Her captain said 
she fired !n self defense after Red 
batteries opened ut>. 


Royal Navy officers said there 
was one minor casualty and no 
damage to the ship as it steamed 
into Hong Kong. 


Red shore batteries have 
been 
quick to fire on ships rece-ntiy. On 
three 
successive days last week 
merchant ships were shelled. They 
were British, American and Nor- 
wegian. 


It was estimated the Reds fired 


three-pounders at H. M. S Con- 
cord. The destroyers fired 
much 


more powerful 4.7 inch Kuns. 
This was the first reported 
ex- 
change of gunfire between a Brit- 
ish warship and the Chinese Com- 
munists since April, 1949. At that 
time, the cruiser London, the de- 
stroyer Consort and the Frigates 
Black Swan and Amethyst came 
under Communist shore fire in the 
Yangtze river. In all, 43 British 
sailors were killed and more than 
80 wounded In the 1949 engage- 
ment.

:he fact that polio is more prev- 
alent during the summer months. 


He believes that direct damage 


to nerve fibers is necessary to al- 
ow the polio virus to invade the 
nervous system and produce dis- 
ease. Dr. Cummins' said natural 
wounds like the cavities of lost 
baby teeth could provide such dam- 
age. 
Leave System Open 


He also said tonsilectomies and 
other surgical operations, as well

The "bulbar." type is the 
choking form of polio, requiring 
iron lung treatment. 


He also said that In the 1945 
polio, epidemic, a group of 59 pa- 
tients were investigated to deter- 
mine whether they had had wounds 
of any kind prior to coming down 
with polio.

Confirmation of the- fact 
that 
Lake Halbert is insufficient 
to 


take care of any large increase in 
Corsicana's water demand was re- 
ceived today by City Engineer Fred 
V. Blucher from C. E. Ellsworth, 
Austin, district engineer for 
the 
surface water branch of the U. S. 
Department of Interior. 
His letter in part states: "I note 
that the lake has lost capacity at 
the rate of about 0.60 per cent per 
year, by sediment accumulation. 
"This office, in co-operation with 
the Texas Board of Water 
Engi- 
neers and the Army Engineers, has 
maintained gauging 
stations 
on 
Chambers Creek near 
Corsicana 
and Richland Creek near Richland 
since 1939. 
These records indicate that for 
periods of five or six consecutive 
months no flow may be expected. 
The study of long-time rainfall rec- 
ords would doubtlessly disclose that 
droughts of much greater severity 
may be expected than have occur- 
red during the past 10 years." 


Copies of the records taken 
at 
the guaging stations also were sent 
the city engineer. 
Blucher said the letter was 
in 
response to a letter written by him 
for information on water flow 
in 
the two creeks. 
The City of Corsicana is attempt- 
ing to have the federal government 
establish a dam and reservoir on 
one of the two mentioned creeks 
so the city will have an adequate 
water supply in the future, Bluch- 
er added.

Jesus had come down 
from 
Nazareth; and, in order "to ful-

er to be baptized. Self-complac- 
ent and critical persons who re- 
fuse to join the church today 
because It is not perfect would 
do well to consider the example 
of the sinless Master in being 
baptized by John.

Matthew and Mark tell 
us that John was clad in camel's 
hair and girt with a leathern 
girdle—an unshorn Nazarlte, -liv- 
ing on locusts and wild honey 
and 
altogether 
a 
voice c.rvinc 


in thf. wilderness. 
Message to All *len. 


"Repent! Repent! Repent!" rang 
the clear, condemnatory oall' of 
the Baptist as he arraigned the 
sins of high and low, from the 
corrupt monarch on the throne 
to the gambling soldier in the 
barracks; from the proud patri- 
cian Pharisee to the lowliest don- 
key boy In Jerusalem. 
John the 
Baptist and -Elijah are history's 
highest types of fearless proph- 
ets of their own times. No eccles- 
iastical council ordained the Bap- 
tist and .no organization support- 
ed him, but his burning words 
brought the multitude into the 
wilderness and to the banks of 
the Jordan to hear his bold mes- 
sage. 


Something occurred at the time 


of tha baptism of Jesus which is 
related directly with the passage 
of Scripture assigned this week 
for study. As Jesus cami up out 
of the water, the heavens opened 
and, 
as a dove, tha Spirit de- 
scended upon Jesus. By His com- 
ing to the Jordan, Jesus had cer- 
tified John. 
John later certified 
Jesus. 
In 
the descent of the 
Spirit, God Himself certified His 
Son at this dramatic and formal 


opening and consecration of His 
Son's ministry: 


Pointing to a Greater, 


No one knew so well as John 
the limitations of his ministry. He 
kept pointing to the 
One who 


would comH after. 
Most Import- 
ant 
of all, John 
Insisted 
that 
whereas he baptized with water, 
the One who followed him would 
baptize with the Holy Spirit and 
with fire. 
Furthermore, he pic- 
tured Christ as coming to warn 
the Jewish nation before judg- 
ment fell upon- it. 
The ax lies 


at the foot of the tree, he cried, 
and in the Messiah's hand Is a 
fan with which He will nenarate 
the wheat from the chaff. 


Christ judges the modern world 
as He judged the ancient. Let us 
contemplate

which lies at 
the 
foot of the 


mighty tree of modern civiliza- 
tion and observe that just beyond 
the circle of everyday events the 
Judge stands with the winnow- 
ing fan in His hand.
